“The whole way 
over there they were waking me bow 
we had paid Judge Cooper for his 
decision in our fa%’or,” said Col. Tay­ 
lor.

They led us under a forked tree, the 
overhanging branch of which was 
about nine feet high. Here they told 
us they were going to kill ui.

STILLWATER, Minn., Dec. 19.— 
James Dugan, alias James Degann, 
allis “Slim Jim,” was found dead in 
the state prison hospital at 8 o’clock 
this morning. He had committed sui­ 
cide by taking morphine. 
He is well known in the 
Twin 
cities and was serving a life sentence 
for the murder of James Harris, in 
Minneapolis. June 16, 1893. He was 
a member of the famous Rice street 
gang in St. Paul. 
How he got the drug will not be 
definitely known unless it is disclos­ 
e d at a coroner's inquest to be com­ 
menced this afternoon. It is presum­ 
ed he secured the drug from the 
supply in the prison hospital. 
He was received at the prison the 
last time Feb. 16 1894. under a life 
sentence for murder in the second 
degree. He was found guilty in lyiiu- 
neapolis of shooting to death James 
Harris on June 16, 1893. 
He served a former term of three 
years and a half under the name of 
James Degann, alias “Slim Jim ,” 
for grand larceny in St. Paul, begin 
ning Ort. 2*. 1810. He was released 
from the first term en June IO. 
1893, and it was six days later that 
he committed the murder in Minne­ 
apolis.
